Beauty aids grow more and more 
alluring. Perfumes, powders, sachet* 
and toilet articles of every description 
are now put up In boxes and packets 
that cannot fall to appeal to every wo¬ 
man. They are as dainty without as 
within, and. besides this attractiveness 
to the eye, they are really excellent 
cosmetics If one chooses the beet. 

For improving the texture of the lips 
there is a new aalve which comes In a 
tiny gilt case like a bridge pencil. The 
top Is easily removed, and inside is a 
bit of soft and soothing paste, which 
can be applied to the lips.

A liquid coloring which does not rub 
off and which imparts the most deli¬ 
ciously rosy tint imaginable has been 
imported by one beauty specialist who 
discovered It when she was traveling 
in Vienna. The cosmetic is expensive, 
but It lasts a long time, and when ap¬ 
plied it Is perfectly natural in appear¬ 
ance.

Among the dressing table novelties 
this season is a round silver receptacle 
made to hold a glass bowl for powder.

upon the pimples a salve made of five 
drama of lanolin, five drama of sweet 
almond oil. five drams of sulphur pre¬ 
cipitate, two and a half drams of oxide 
of zinc and ten drops of extract of 
violet Open the pimple with a ster¬ 
ilized needle, one that has been dipped 
in* a hot boric add solution; apply a 
drop of peroxide of hydrogen to tbe 
sore and wipe off with a sterilized 
gauza, Afterward rub a little of tbe 
salve on the pimple, and unless there 
is some peculiar affection it win heal 
directly. 

For the common sort of pimples 
which often trouble young girls and 
otheis of nervous, excitable tendencies 
and those who suffer from disturbed 
circulation bicarbonate of soda, thirty- 
five grains; glycerin, one dram, and 
spermaceti ointment, one ounce. This 
should be used upon the affected parts 
and allowed to remain fifteen minutes; 
then,wipe most of It off. 

In this connection you should use a 
simple laxative, which your doctor 
will probably prescribe for you. 


Abeot Bedroom Curtains. 

Since fresh air at night has become 
imperative tbe right way to curtain u 
bedroom must be studied. Every win¬ 
dow must be raised at tand bottom, 
which la better for lung. 4 'and complex¬ 
ion than for hangings. 

The specialist advise# no curtains; so 
will most men, who rarely like tbe 
dainty draperies Avar to women. Few 
housekeepets agree with this, even the 
health fanatic. Nothing furnishes a 
room like fresh whits curtains. Be¬ 
sides, the publicity of the uncurtained 
room la objectionable, not to mention 
tbe bare look of the outside of a house. 

The woman who believes in fresh 
air never hangs at her bedroom win¬ 
dows curtains that cannot be laundered 
easily or that are ruined by dampness. 
Windows up the year around soon 
works havec on delicate lace or colored 
cortsAns. 

Double draperies are dot advisable 
for the bedroom. Too much air is shut 
out, though they are lifted back each 
night. Where one will have them 
cbooee dental, wash prints or heavy 
wash allks that will stand tubbing. 

One wsaaan fastens to the side tin- j 
tels of her windows, high above tbel 
middle sash, a small hook. In a con- 7 
▼enlent place she keeps cords for each 
half of curtain, and her maids are! 
taught when preparing the room for 1 
the night te loop the curtains up and 
back, thus giving a free current of air. 

The meet practical method of'cur j 
tabling a bedroom is to divide the cur-i 
talas In two sections horizontally. A 1 
rod Is raa at the'top of the lower sash 
and the lewer half run on it by e nar¬ 
row casing. The flffper curtain is cut 
longer than the lower one and hang to 
a rod at the top r ft the casement so 
they eoucenl the lower rod. 

By this arrangement the window can 
be lifted with no floating draperies to 
blow out tbs window and get stringy, 
vsUha iteu has the benefit of cur-
